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Turning the TABLES 

Kerry Walters, founder and designer of Tablemakers on St John’s Hill, tells 
Lorraine Crighton-Smith why bespoke is best when it comes to making tables 


F ew people realise that a table 
can be individually made to 
your exact measurements 
and wood type for a cost 
comparable to a mass- 
manufactured product/ Kerry Walters 
tells me as with meet in the cafe two 
doors down from his St John's Hill 
Tablemakers showroom. Kerry founded 
Tablemakers at the start of the 
millennium as There was a demand for 
making dining tables and kitchen tables 
out of solid timber.

'get a personal service,' says Kerry. 
'We're interested in you, what it is you 
want and we'll make one of my designs 
to any proportion you want, with advice. 
Our first question is "how many people 
do you want sitting around there?" and 
"how big a space do you have?". Once 
you've discussed what timbers you like, 
they'll give you various options to come 
up with the perfect table for you. 

'Each table is made individually with 
solid timbers/ he adds. 'The stories that 
we get coming back from people, if 
they've had one of our tables for years, is 
that they love it, it's got all the family 
history to it. They've celebrated everything 
around the table from birthdays to 
Christmases to graduations - so it 
develops its own family history.' There's 
even a secondhand market in Tablemakers 
tables now: '13 years on, people are 
selling them on as a branded product.'

It’s not always a meal to remember, but London has plenty to 
offer when it comes to sprucing up the Christmas dinner bird 


S o this is Christmas. Back, once 
again, in a flurry of tinsel, 
serenaded by the usual 
cacophony of novelty Yuletide 
tunes. And then there's the 
great British Christmas lunch, surely the 
least celebratory meal of the entire year. 
Dry, overcooked turkey with all the 
flavour of hot air. And turgid, lumpen 
Christmas pudding, a dish so stolid and 
rich that it tends to lurk in the stomach 
well into the New Year. Faced with such 
an unappetising feast, is it really so 
surprising that we eat it but once a year? 

As you might have gathered. I'm not a 
fan of turkey. Or mince pies. Or Christmas 
pudding. But before you label me a 
modern day Scrooge, I will admit that 
there are some pretty decent turkeys out 
there.

These gobblers are bred for flavour, and 
actually manage to pack some taste into 
that endless expanse of flesh. 

But turkey is hardly the traditional 
Christmas beast. In fact, it's little more 
than an American arriviste, made popular 
by the Victorians. I'd far rather go back to 
the days where the glorious goose was 
centrepiece of the Christmas table. Yes, 
they have a distinctive taste, although it's 
neither gorily visceral nor gamily scary. 
And don't be fooled by their uncooked 
weight. These hissing babies release a 
torrent of fat (so always prick the fat 
glands under the wing and below the 
parsons nose before cooking). But don't 
throw it away, rather save it to roast up 
the finest potatoes you'll ever taste. My 
two favourite suppliers are Goodman's 
Geese (goodmansgeese.co.uk) and Seldom 
Seen Farm (seldomseenfarm.co.uk). 

I've cooked Christmas lunch for many 
years now, as you not only avoid any 
washing up, but get out of church too. It 
was only recently, though, that I've been 
allowed to choose my meat. So now it's 
either a vast rib of beef from the butcher, 
or a pair of proper chickens from the likes 
of Sutton Hoo (suttonhoochicken.co.uk) or 
Johnson and Swarbrick (jandsgoosnargh. 
co.uk), suppliers of beautiful birds to the 
likes of Le Gavroche and Hix.

But if you really can't face tying on that 
pinny on Christmas morning, then 
London's a fine place to be. No early start, 
cheffy tantrums or rows as to why the 
damned turkey doesn't fit in the oven. 
Nope, you just open your presents, neck a 
few bottles of fizz and slope off to your 
favourite restaurant, a smug grin 
plastered across your face. 

For the traditional turkey with all those 
trimmings, then book into one of the great 
London Hotels. The Berkeley, Claridges, 
The Connaught, The Savoy, The Ritz, The 
Four Seasons, Mandarin Oriental and The 
Goring all serve lunch, though do ring 
ahead to check they take bookings from 
non-residents. 

If you're looking for a proper lunch, 
with a decent choice too, then you can't 
beat one of my favourite restaurants. Bar 
Boulud (barboulud.com/London). The idea 
of one of their peerless Piggy Burgers on 
Christmas Day is enough to fill even the 
most Christmas adverse into fits of greedy 
delight. Those who hanker after 
something a little more Gallic can slip into 
that South Kensington institution. La 
Brasserie (labrasserielondon.com). 

Pretty much all of the restaurants in the 
D and D group (danddlondon.com), 
including Almeida, Bluebird, Orrery and 
Le Pont de la Tour, are open on the 25th, 
and offer good, modern European food. 
The same goes for most of Gordon 
Ramsay's places too (gordonramsay.com), 
from Bread Street Kitchen to York and 
Albany. Standards are always high. 

If you're yearning for a taste of the sub 
continent, then The Cinnamon Club 
(cinnamonclub.com) never disappoints, 
with its wonderful modern, high end 
Indian food. Last but not least, those 
hankering after some Christmas roast 
duck will find quacking joy at Min Jiang, 
at the top of the Royal Garden Hotel in 
Kensington High Street. They serve up 
one of the best birds in town. So there you 
go. Christmas lunch made easy and, 
more important, exciting. Have a very 
Happy Christmas.

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R achel Khoo has had a 

whirlwind couple of years, 
charming her way into our 
hearts (and onto our plates) 
last year with The Little 
Paris Kitchen book and TV series, a 
collection of recipes devised in her tiny 
but perfectly formed Belleville kitchenette 
using just two rings and a mini oven, 
and tested on pairs of diners who would 
pay to eat at Paris' smallest restaurant 
(aka Khoo's living room/bedroom). More 
domestic starlet than domestic goddess, 
the British public adored her. 

Her fourth book (her second in 
English, she has also written on granola 
and sandwich spreads for a French 
publisher). My Little French Kitchen , 
sees her escape the confines of the 
peripherique and head out to explore 
the contemporary gastronomy of wider 
France. Rather than just collecting 
recipes, Khoo has taken her findings back 
to her flat and used them as starting 
points for her own creations. The result 
is part travelogue, part cook book, all 
exquisitely shot on location (she drove 
the Penguin team minibus herself - 'Oh 
my God, you really don't want to drive in 
Marseille,' she shudders), and peppered 
with Khoo's own illustrated maps. 

Don't be surprised if the result leaves you 
drooling and logging on to the Eurostar 
bookings line. 

1 did some baking with a grandma 
in Alsace. I drove into the mountains 
near Nice to visit olive oil manufacturers. 
At one point I was staying in a chateau 
and talking to a wine producer... I was 
looking for anybody who had a story to 
tell and something that would inspire me. 

'What I found surprising was that 
there were so many recipes I hadn't even 
seen or heard of, even living in Paris. 

I went to Biarritz and kept seeing these 
things called muxus - which is Basque 
for kiss - in all the bakeries. Parisians are 
quite snobby so they would say they are

hike trying to choose your favourite 
child, Khoo is at a loss to name the best 
part of her travels, but raves about the 
markets in Rennes, the 
brightly coloured houses 
and oyster shacks at 
Arcachon Bay (near 
Bordeaux) and the 
Alsace region which - 
for Khoo, who left south 
Eondon for Germany 
aged 11 - offered a 
reassuring familiarity. 

'The more places 
I visited, the more I 
realised that France is 
such a big country and 
it's so different from one 
place to the other. Each 


area has its own quirks. You'd need 10 
books to even start to cover it. This is just 
my story about the places I visited.' 

Born in Croydon in 1980 to an 
Austrian mother and Chinese-Malaysian 
father, and brought up 
in Bromley until the age 
of 11, Rachel was then 
uprooted to Germany, 
back to London (where 
she studied at St 
Martins then worked as 
a fashion PR). She then 
upped sticks and moved 
to Paris (without being 
able to speak French) 
to study for a pastry 
diploma at the 
celebrated Le Cordon 
Bleu cookery school.

unusually peripatetic. Would she still 
consider herself a south Londoner? 

'I don't know where I belong any 
more. I live abroad. I'm in Barcelona next 
week, then Stockholm, then Naples, then 
Istanbul... so at the moment I'd say I feel 
British, but Paris is my home too.' 

Despite the whirlwind of the past 18 
months, she claims that her life really 
hasn't changed that much. 

1 still live in the same 
apartment, and I don't get 
recognised, especially not 
in France. The only thing 
that's changed is that I'm 
travelling a huge amount.' 

To meet her UK 
commitments (there's 
another TV show in the 
offing), she's now splitting 
her time between Paris and 
'a very soulless property I'm 
renting in East London'. 

So how does she think 
the two cities compare, 
gastronomic ally speaking? 

'What London has over Paris is that 
there are so many different ethnic types 
of food. Paris is good for French food. 
North African and Vietnamese because 
they are all ex-French colonies. The 
Chinese food in Paris is awful and I ate in 
a Malaysian restaurant once but I cook 
better Malaysian food at home. 

'What's really exciting in London is 
the street food. That's really vibrant. 
Loads of people are doing lots of exciting 
things, and I love the food markets and 


the pop ups. I'm a bit over the burger 
trend though - there's only so many 
burgers you can eat.' 

When she gets a moment (which looks 
like wishful thinking given her current 
schedule) she says she's going to add a 
page on her blog (as well as cooking, 
drawing, writing, chauffeuring and 

learning French, she has 
even taught herself some 
basic html) of her favourite 
places in London to 
accompany her existing 
tips for Paris - Clove Club 
in Shoreditch Town Hall, 
the Corner Room in 
Bethnal Green and 
Ducksoup in Soho, 
since you ask. 

Her next book will be 
Rachel Khoo's Kitchen 
Notebook ('I haven't even 
started writing it yet!'), 
a personal record of her 
approach to cooking, complete with 
more of her own illustrations. 

So how would she sum up her 
culinary style? 'I always think, "OK, 

I want to make this recipe for people 
who want to cook it at home." It has to 
be approachable, it has to be appetising 
and it has to look beautiful. Basically 
my food's simple, but with a certain 
elegance to it.' 

Simple elegance. Who could possibly 
resist that?

Village East 


F or a long time Bermondsey Street 
was one of London's best kept 
secrets with its smattering of 
quirky, cool bars, restaurants and 
boutiques. But the secret's out, which is 
hardly surprising given there's always 
something new and exciting to be 
discovered. Right now, that's the recently 
refurbished Village East. 

Village East was one of the first to 
make its culinary mark on the street, and 
has been updated with two new cocktail 
lounge bars, a casual canteen and a 
raised dining area overlooking the open 
kitchen. It's very relaxed, with intimate 
booths and details repurposed from what 
looks like an old post office to lend a cosy 
nostalgia. Executive Chef, Toby Stuart, 
fresh from a culinary tour of Chicago, 
has created a flexible menu for those who 
like to nibble smaller dishes, and those 
who like to go all out on three courses. 
We shared three of the smaller dishes as 
starters - hot moorish lamb with smoked 
aubergine puree (£8), whipped feta (£4). 
and crab mayonnaise with pickled 
cucumber (£7.50), each one delicious 
- the lamb full on, the crab delicate and 
fresh and the feta light and salty. 

Next, my friend had the 8oz sirloin 
steak with baked onion, confit tomato, 
field mushrooms and a peppercorn sauce 
(£24), along with chips and alioli with 


smoky ham salt (a nice, indulgent touch, 
£4). She gave it an eight out of 10 before 
declaring herself a very harsh critic (T 
never give tens') - so I'd say it was pretty 
good. I had the longhorn beef and bone 
marrow burger with truffled liver parfait, 
smoked cheddar, tomato relish, onion 
marmalade, mayo, gherkins and chips 
(£17). It was fantastic - the patty a deep 
pink medium rare, juicy and messy with 
a full on assault of flavour. 

Dessert I couldn't entertain, but as my 
friend demolished the 'amazing' blueberry 
cheesecake sundae (£7), I supped a 
beautifully crafted tiramisu martini.

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Door TO DOOR 


As The London Door Company celebrates 30 years in business in Battersea, 
Lorraine Crighton-Smith meets its founder John Williamson to find out more 


T he London Door Company 
on St John's Hill first 
opened its doors 30 years 
ago, although back then 
the 'door market didn't 
exist', founder John Williamson tells me. 
The London Door Company made the 
door market; it certainly made the 
period door market.' Prior to its arrival 
in 1983, homeowners would struggle to 
get a door made, he explains. Fast 
forward 30 years and The London Door 
Company is London's leading point of 
reference for all things door, they've 
crafted doors for countless celebrities, 
there are now two generations of 
families on the team and they've started 
to see trends recur in interior decor. Not 
bad for something that started out 
specialising in decorative glass. As 
clients would ask 'do you know anyone 
who can make doors?', John realised the 
demand was there. 'It was during the 
first big Victorian revival of the early 
80s, everything was being put back to 
Victoriana, that's really when it started.' 


A few years later they opened their 
factory on Wellington Road in 
Wimbledon and they haven't looked 
back. They design, craft and install 
doors - for inside and out - to homes in 
London and Surrey and are passionate 
about keeping their trade local. 'Each 
door is made in London,' says John. 

Over the years, they've continued to 
improve their services to meet modern- 
day demands. They've veered away from 
using traditional hardwoods and have 
converted to using a sustainable 
alternative called Accoya. They also now 
hand paint each door, that's around 30 
bespoke doors per week. 

A London Door is guaranteed to last 
for five years, but it could last 50 years. 
Having a presentable front door is 
'hugely important', says John. 'Estate 
agents say the first thing that they tell 
their clients to change is scruffy or 
unappealing doors. It's the first 
impression a prospective buyer will have 
on their property, it sets the tone for the 
rest of the home.' 


Their most popular seller is a four- 
panel Victorian door and current trends 
include the return of leadlight glass dike 
stained glass), which was popular back 
in the late 80s but lost favour for being 
too ornate during the 'minimalist' 90s. 
Another trend that's come back around 
is the insertion of room dividers, as 
people realise that their open-plan 
layout lacks sufficient soundproofing. 
Door furniture remains trendy, with 
contemporary chrome knockers in 
simple designs proving the most 
popular. The London Door Company 
may release a line of door furniture 
soon, and there's a desire to publish a 
hardback reference book to London 
doors, something with 30 years' 
experience they could do easily. As the 
company grows with time, we may see 
some more unusual door designs to 
come out of their SWU studio - here's 
to another successful 30 years.

I was reading about the 10% surge in house 
prices in the month of October alone! This 
can’t be right, can it? Yet, the stories I am 
hearing from my Estate Agent friends and my 
clients looking to buy substantiates this very 
worrying truth. 

I heard a story where a two bedroom flat in 
Forest Hill sold for £325,000 in June. Three 
months later, the buyer pulled out of the sale 
and the flat went back on the market. The 
Estate Agent reckoned it would now sell for a 
lot more and put it back on the market with a 
“guide price’’ of £375,000. Thirty people viewed 
the flat on its open day one Saturday afternoon. 
There were ten blind offers and the flat 
eventually sold for £435,000! 

If you are renting: It is frequently pointed 
out that in countries such as France and 
Germany, the private-rented sector is much 
larger and many people there are happy to 
spend their whole lives as tenants. In Britain, 
however, there appears to be a great deal of 
resistance to this idea, with cash spent on rent 
often described as “money down the drain’’. 
With house prices in London reaching 
stratospheric levels, renting may be the 
cheapest and most sensible option. If however 
determined to get on the property ladder, the 
sooner you start planning, the better. 

If you are a first time buyer: Hearing stories 
like the one above must be very distressing if 
you are looking to get onto the property ladder 
in the South East for the first time. So what do 
you do? Sit tight and wait for property prices to 
crash? You may be waiting a very long time! The 
first question you should ask yourself is why 
you are buying. If it is to make a short term 
killing, then you are looking at a high risk 
strategy. If however you are buying your home 
for the long term and the mortgage is 
affordable, there is no benefit to be had in 
waiting - even if it feels like you are buying at 
the top of the market. 





If you are moving house: You are likely to be 
making a tidy profit if you are selling. Sadly, if 
you are looking to continue living in London, 
your profit would most likely be cancelled out 
by the price rise of the property 
you are buying. The only real 
winners are those looking to sell 
and move out of London. Even 
then, once you are out of London, 
coming back could be difficult or 
impossible, as London is well 
ahead of most of the UK when it 
comes to price increases.

If you are staying put: Bask in the 
knowledge that you may have been making 
money on your home whilst doing nothing at 
all! If you have a mortgage, the all-important 
loan to value position would have improved, 
meaning improved borrowing prospects and 
better potential interest rates. Many people 
who were in negative equity positions (where 
the value of your home is with less than your 
mortgage) shortly after the credit crunch would 
now find themselves with real equity in their 
homes. For those staying put, it’s nothing but 
good news. 

If you are buying for investment: This can 
work in all sorts of market conditions as long as 
you do your homework and get the maths right. 
Purchasing the wrong property could cost you a 
fortune so make sure it “washes its face’’! By 
that, I mean this: Is it likely to be rented 
constantly throughout the year? Will the rent 
cover the mortgage and associated bills? Will it 
remain affordable if interest rates rise? Could 
you afford the mortgage with no rent coming in? 

The rise in prices seems relentless at the 
moment and is set to continue as long as 
demand continues to outstrip supply. ■

T he new Help to Buy 
guarantee scheme is 
currently only being 
offered by two lenders. 
The scheme, which 
requires borrowers to have a deposit 
of only 5%, was introduced by the 
Government in October, and the 
Government guarantees up to 20% of 
the loan. These lenders currently don't 
offer this scheme for remortgages 
where, because of a fall in the value 
of their properties, the homeowners 
are locked into expensive variable 
interest rates. These 'mortgage 
prisoners' therefore have limited 
scope to remortgage their property. 
Another trend emerging, following 
the recent property price rises, is 
surveyors down-valuing the price 
agreed for the property purchase. 

This will consequently reduce the 
amount to be advanced by the lender.
